•She " British Columbian" oa the Indus- 
trial .Itfeettng. 

Our British Columbian edtempotary ap- 
pears to be exceedingly desirous to earn 
notoriety, even though it be of an equivocal 
character, and calculated iieitlior to e.xalt it 
in public estimation nor yubst'rve the inter- 
ests of the Colony 'if which it claims to be 
the avowed organ. We Ciinnot but express 
regret at the envious and jealous spirit to- 
ward tha Colony of Vancouver Island, and 
particularly Victoria, which characterizes 
our newly-installed cotemporary, but which 
we are happy say is a morbid state of niiiul 
almost unknown outside of Naw Westmin- 
ster. We had hoped that it •would have 
found ample material nearer home upon 
which to exercitfe its talents, and which 
much more pressingly demanil its services, 
than applying ilseif at the outset of iis ca- 
leeir' to create and foster a .'■•pirit of jealousy 
and sectional ill-will between communities 
whose interests are so closely allied and so 
nearly identical as those of Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia. 

We are led thus to remark owing to the 
allusions made by the Brittfh Culmnbian to 
the meeting lately held here id lake steps 
to organize a committee tu [jiocuri! such ar- 
ticles—the natural proiiiictions of both Colo- 
nies for exhibition at the World's Fair, tu be 
held ill London next year — as would have 
a tendency to ditoot the attention of capital- 
ists in England and elsewhere to the nature 
and extent of our resources.; and thus to 
pave the way for the introduction and in- 
vestment of capital in the country, and the 
establishment of commercial interuour.'ie 
abroad on a firm and permnncnt basis. Our 
cotemporary admits that "it would scarcely 
be possible to overrate the importance of 
having British Columbia represented at the 
great Industrial Exhibition," and yet were 
it as bitterly a-il;igonistic to the raovoment 
as it appears to be to the growing impoit- 
ance and prosperity of Vancouver Island, it 
could not adopt a better method tu ileleat 
it, or render the ellorts of its pmrnoters of 
non-efle'.M, than to continue the course upon 
which it has ei.tcred, of breeding sectional 
strife and discord in relation to a subject 
upon which there should exist the utmost 
unanimity and hearty co-operation. 

At the meotincto which the Columbian re- 
fers were several of the most prominent 
residents of British Columbia, who took a 
part in.lho proceedings and manifested an 
interest in the movement every w:iy worthy 
the emulation of our apparently spiteful 
cotemporary. Tlicy repre.sented the sister 
colony and acted in her Iji'lialf, — hence the 
accu>ali'm of " intermedilling in tiie ali'airs 
of British Ci,lambia," <in tlio jiart of the in- 
habitants of the ••.-mall Island ui Vancou- 
ver," is quite grutuitous and without found- 
atiiin. As li;ive botwre remarked, it 
might liave Iten bettor, had a t'urmal invita- 
tion buon extended to the people of British 
C'jiurnbia to co-operate with the people of 
this colony before nominating a General 
Committee, lest some individools of a con- 
tentious disposition should feel disposed to 
cavil at tha course pursued, and by the as- 
sumption of an air of patriotic in<li^'Ilation 
at what might appear as an inlringeniont 
upon their right to manaRC and cwuluct 
their own nfhiirs, crcato a spirit of local 
jealousy and ill-tucling, thai could have no 
olher elfect than to mar tlio success cjf the 
whole cntftrpriso. We el.:arly sivw the j.os- 
bibility of such an event, but little aiiticipa- 
|,>d that the Urili^h Colninhian would (•"in- 
mit itseir tu a task sn nllnly u.iwiirlhy its 
yiositioii. The act inn of the n.iiotiiig, how- 
ever, to wliioh our ni'ighhor takes so iiiueh 
exocptiuii, by no means justitlj's the invidi- 
ous, and, to say tho least, very unbecoming 
remarkB, to which bo has given uitornnco- 
Nor do wo believe they will reooivo very 
j;eneral oomroondation on the part of the 
candid, libqlr4>miadod and far'soeing people 
of British Ooliimbla. At most the mooting 
liere was only a preliminary stop, and in- 
ateftd of any desire havii.g ln.'en inaiiiftiHlod 
(0 dictate to or iuturnieddle in tho arniiige- 
Kientl of our neighbors, the very oppusitu

lutions and to request the co-operatiun of ihe 
people of Brilbh Columbia in an enterprise 
tho iinport inco of whieh to both colonies it 
would, as our neighbor very justly remarks, 
'* scarcely be possible to overrate." If Bri- 
tish Columbia as a whole think that inde- 
pendent action on her part is preferable to 
co-operation with us, let her adopt that 
course. No ono will offer any objeclion, 
although some may question the wisdom 
which dictates it. To our mind — united, 
hearty, active co-operation in this important 
matter would be productive of greater re- 
sults to both than independent action on the 
part of either. Although politically distinct, 
our int»irests are so bleiuled together, so 
intcrwovei! with each other, and so depen- 
dent the one upon the other, that it is next 
to impossible to take any action affecting 
ih-i interests of British Cclumbia that will 
not in a proportionate degree affect the inte- 
rests of this colony, aad vice versa. Such 
being the real state of the case, is it 
not most unwise ; does it not evince a de- 
cided lack ot sound judgment to devote 
valuable time and space to the work of cre- 
ating divisions and contentions, local jea- 
lou-iies and fancied grievances, bet.ween 
neighboring colonists, who have common 
interests to serve, and who require the co- 
operation and sympatiiy of each other, lo 
combat and overcome common grievances, 
and secure for both a more liberal and en- 
lightened system of government ? Our aim 
has ever been to promote and foster a feel- 
ing of the utmost cordiality and fraternal 
good-will between tho people of the two 
colonies, as being essential to the prosperity 
of both; that course we shall continue to 
pursue, and would fain express the hope 
that our cotemporary may be leil to see 
tho folly of the course upon which it has en- 
tered. For the .spirit which has thus far 
been manifested by our cotemporary to- 
ward this colony, is rather indicative of the 
narrow, contracted, sellish mind of the sec- 
tior;alisr, th'"^ "f an i'\pan.-ivo intellect, ca- 
pable of tal<ii;g a broad and liberal view of 

important public (jui'slinns.

^Hatk WE JL WizABP Among Us.— Sah- 
hun, one of the Indians arrested on a cliargo 
•of attempting to make a burnt offering' of a 
Slickeen boy, was examineil befoto Jiulyo 
Pemljertoii on Saturday. Several witnesses 
for thetlefenco ^vere called, aiul from their 
Btalometits it appears that some time ai;o lui 
iiilorestiiig lail, sau of the prisoner, had 
siokeiied 'vnhout apjiarent cause, and after 
lingering for several weeks, died. The 
Stickeen boy was suspooted of having caused 
■hid death by having doings with the devil, 
and the tribe shunned him from that time 
iforth.j .Soon after, another son of Sah-hun 
fell sick, and appeared as if about to die. 
'The ohiofs held a council on the riiatter ; the 
.evidence of witnesses was heard, and, one 
of them stated llial he had seem the Siiekeen 
-give the lad tlialliail died ptevioiislv a idece 
of meat which deceased ale ; that af'ier yiv- 
the meat the Stickeen procnied a canoe 
ami paddled of! to a rock in the harbor wliere 
lie body of a chief is bm-iml, .ind tearing 
open ihe oi)tlin (or bone-box) with liis hands, 
deposit on the breast of the corpse another 
piece uf meat. The spirit of Satan.then en- 
tered the breast of the Stickeen; he re- 
turned to the camp, and bewitched 
Sah-hun's boy who lingered and died as 
before slated. Not satisfied with one 
•victim, he induced another son of the pris- 
oner to eat ft pieceof meat— and soon he 
'top sickened in exactly the f ame manner 
.as his brother had done. On hearing this 
■ evid^tico'fha council coiichuled that it svas 
about time to stop liie Siiekeen's witch- 
eralt. and so hit upon the following plan : 
Ho was seized late one night while he was 
coming home Iro-n work, lied hand and fool, 
taken to .Sali-huii's lioii^e, and starved for 
, ten days —during' which lime he was sub- 
jocled 10 many severe beatings, and, had he 
not been di.'^covered by the police, would 
have eveutuully died under the brutal treat- 
ineut. The -objaot of pursuing this course, 
Sab-hun -iilfortiwdithe court, was not to. kill 
the wizaid, but to drive the devil out of 
'him. He said that after ho bad been 
starved and beaten euough, Satan, be- 
'Coming .hunRry -and finding his habitation 
very uncomfortable by means of the severe 
castigations.adniiiiistered, would leave for his 
own residence ; that then tlio spirit of bis 
•on, who had died from ihe oliecis of the 
.»pells cast over him, would enter the breasl 
of the Stickeen, who would iliereiipon be- 
come e.vacily like his dcail child ; his .sick 
son would recdver, and all would bo as liap- 
pv as if nothing had happened. >Sali-hun 
earnestly implored his honor to be allowed 
10 linish the good work he had begun ; but 
Mr. Pemberlon, probably thinking .that if he 
didsothd chief «ight finish the so-called 
wizard, sent them both to prison till Tues- 
day, in order that he might have time to 
consider the best course to be pursued in 

the case.
